GIVE US EVIDENCE. 


The Despatch now spends its days and 


nights in alternate attempts to express its 
Inve for the W. f. T. U. and then in a wild- 
eyed endeavor to crush it out of existence. 
It blows all sorts of winds every hour. 
Wednesday morning it volunteered the in- 
formation that the W. C. T. U. was the 
"woman's branch of the prohibition party.'' 
It veers around considerably by Thursday 
morning, and announces that "We believe 
in the high Christian character of the masses 
that constitute that organization, and for 
that reason deplore the 
action literally 


forced upon the Illinois convention of the 
Women's Christian Temperance Union by 
Mrs. Kounds and her coterie of lieutenants 
w ho succeeded in placing the convention in 
a false position before the people." 


So that now the masses of the W. C'. T. 


U. are women of high Christian character. 
That is, they were so Thursday morning. 
What they are this morning, in tlie opinion 
of The Despatch, no man can tell until the 
press on South State street has stopped. 
The Despatch man does not know. He will 
say anything that may come to him to rill a 
gap. So far he has said very nice things of 
these women, and. also very ugly things. He 
may be hunting their hearts this morning, 
or he may be after their scalps. He is a 
qu»er combination of Romeo and lago. 


But now let us see about Mrs. Kounds' 


attempt by force, aided by her coterie of 


• lieutenants, to put the W. C. T. U. of Illi- 
nois in a false light. Xow, The Despatch 
has several times made this assertion. It 
is a very serious charge and one that should 
be followed up by a good deal of proof. 
Yet of proof we are furnished nothing. We 
get p'euty assertion, day after day, but it 
all comes from the men in The Despatch 
office. Now, it is stated that the evidence 
of these men can be nothing mere than an 
expression of their wishes. Those who at- 
tended the convention might be justified in 
forming some idea about any undercurrent 
that was running things. But there is a 
statement on the streets to the effect that 
The Despatch was often without any repre- 
sentation at the convention. Now, where 
did it get its idea that Mrs. Bounds was 
manipulating things? 


The statement is made that "we believe 


that over one-half of that organization feel 
as we do about it 
In fact a large number 


have already so expressed themselves to 
The Despatch." Do we understand that a 
large nnmoer of W. C. T. U. women have 
so expressed themselves? and were these 
women delegates? If such Is the case, let 
nsliave their names. Here is a way in which 
you South State street people can furnish 
something like proof. It will not do for you 
to say that a large number have expressed 
certain sentiments, and then give us no 
names. That trick is too much after the 
gpoiled-boy fashion. 


And again, with what sentiment of The 


Despatch did these women agree? Did they 
admit that the women of the W. C. T. U. 
were of high Christian character, or did they 
taluk that Mrs. Kounds so manipulated 
things as to put the convention in a wrong 
light? This thing of agreeing with The 
Despatch may mean a good deal, or it may 
mean nothing at all. Sometimes the new 
concern is as innocent as a platitude, while 
at other times it is as full of guile as a boiled 
Indian turnip. 


But The Despatch's statement that some- 


body has been confiding in it, suggests a 
possible plan of inquiry. The grand charge 
is that Mrs. Rounds placed the convention 
in * false light In other words, the dele- 
gates did not agree with the resolutions 
that were adopted. Well now, Mrs. Rounds 
has gone back to her home. The delegates 
ba?e 
each gone to their homes. Mrs. 


JJound's charms of manipulation are no 
longer around them. Somebody can be 
found who wil! furnish The Despatch with 
the post office addresses of th« delegates. 
Why not write to them about the matter, 
and publish their replies? If these women 
think that the convention was placed in a 
false light, they ought not to hesitate to 
say go. In this way The Despatch can fur- 
nish us some evidence that is worthy of 
consideration. Let us have fewer of The 
Despatch's second-band impressions, and a 
little mo:e evidence from the people who 
•re in * pDsitioa to talk. 


And The Despatch most not throw this 


•nggestioa overboard en the ground that it 
would involve too much labor and expense. 
It there Is anything In the scheme, Mrs. 
Foster trill furnish the money and labor to 
carry it through. Such a plan, carried to a 
sneoesslol end, would give The Despatch a 
tnty prominence that is simply dazzling, 
•ad that would bury all local rivals. Just 


think ot it. There were over 390 delegates 
in attendance. So far we have not heard a 
word of complaint from one of these wo- 
men. They have not lost the power of 
speech, and they are still on earth. But in 
spile of tliis queer silence. South State 
loses very few opportunities to proclaim 
that the resolutions adopted were a violent 
misrepresentation of the convention. This 
is the impudence that comes of strong 
wishes and very scant knowledge. Has it 
come to this, that The Despatch is the 
great and unquestioned authority on matter:) 
pertaining to the W. C. T. \J.'' 
When 


other people wish to make good a serious 
charge against any person, they are com- 
pelled to limit around for evidence. But 
The Despatch, like death, loves a shining 
mark. It takes the leader of the women.of 
high Christian character, and states upon 
its own authority that she is a designing 
manipulator. When it is asked for proof, 
it simply reiterates its former charge. And 
this style of proceeding is called conduct- 
ing a high-toned repablican journal. 


But The Despatch would have us believe 


that the delegates who attended the con- 
vention were taken by surprise, or some- 
thing of that nature. 
THE REVIEW said 


that if these women allowed themselves to 
be put in a false light, they were stupidly 
blind. The Despatch says that this does 
not follow. It says that conventions of 
men do the same thing; that in such cases 
resolutions are prepared in advance by de- 
signing parties, and that the opposition fails 
to make a fight, because it has had no op- 
portunity to make a canvass to see if its ob- 
jections will be supported by a respectable 
number of delegates. There are such con- 
ventions among men, but they are the cut 
and dried kind. The manipulators of such 
meetings give no notice of what they, in- 
tend to do. In such a gathering every 
move is a surprise. We would not expect 
to find such a state of things among 300 
lady delegates of high Christian character. 
You fellows drag the recent convention 
down to a pretty low level in order to make 
your point. These women are not ward 
politicians. They have not reached that 
degree of success where they can begin to 
fight among themselves for the lion's share 
of the offices. They are fighting fora cause 
that is dear to them. They are only ask- 
ing recognition now. At the stage of de- 
velopment that now marks their cause, even 
men never think of resorting to the tricks 
of the professional politician. We ought 
at least to be gallant enough to acknowl- 
edge that these women, of high Christian 
character, are just as honest in their con- 
duct of affairs as are the men. 


But was anybody taken by surprise at 


the recent convention? To read the gut- 
tural murmurings of The Despatch one 
would imagine that the delegates wen:-en- 
ticed into a trap, and then thrown into ;i 
spasm of fright by a lot of hideous and for- 
bidding lieutenants, and in this condition 
were forced to acquiesce in a bundle of un- 
heard-of resolutions that outraged their 
most sacred senses. 
Is The Despatch 


aware that the W. C. T. U. has held con- 
ventions in the past. 
We would like to 


suggest that resolutions were adopted at 
these previous conventions. Let us quote 
one of the resolutions that was adopted by 
the W. C. T. U. of Illinois during the an- 
nual convention at Macouib, over a year 
ago. 
It is as follows: 


Rciulvcd, That finding no cause to re- 


gret that vve pledged our influence to the 
party "which would most surely protect the 
home," we promise our continued inliueiice 
and unfaltering support to the prohibition 
party, so long as it maintains declarations 
contained in its Indianapolis platform, and 
gladly clasp hands with our brothers in 
earnest warfare against the destroyer of the 
home and its happiness. 


Is there anything in the Decatur resolu- 


tions more pronounced than the above'.1 The 
delegates had a whole year to think about 
the above resolution. During all this time 
any W. C. T. U. delegate, who thought 
that the union was misrepresented, might
